STRON G COL ONIES

One o( the difficult thing's for the 
novice In beekeeping to learn is that 
ten etrong colonies will store more 
honey than twenty weak onei. There 
la an anxiety for large numbers, and 
each colony la counted one, no matter 
how feeble It may be. So the inex- 
perienced la often delighted at get- 
ting two. three, or even four or five 
■wanna from a single colony, notwith- 
standing the fact that the last two 
or three swarms contain only a hand- 
fnl of bees. They make aiire to die be- 
fore the w inter is over, and then he dc- 
cldea thnt he doesn't care for such very 
weak eolnnlcB, but still clings to the 
thought that one strong enough to 
live through it la all right. 

Many times, however, It la true econ- 
omy to Irs .en the number, even with 
the view of hnving the largest num- 
ber possible in the succeeding fall. 
Suppose, for instamoe, there are four 
weak colonies in the spring, each one 
having enough bees to fairly cover 
two combs. Unite two of them and 
leave the otber two without uniting. 
You now have only three colonies in- 
stead of four, and yet you may be bet- 
ter off: for the one colony, with bees 
to cover four combs, will go right on 
increasing in strength, and by the time 
the white clover hay est is fairly under 
way it will be Strang enough to give 
you a rousing swarm, end you will 
now have two strong colonies for it. 
while the two weaklings have only just 
begun fairly to build up. They stood 
still, not showing any increase in num- 
ber for a long time, evidently needing 
all the strength they had to keep up 
existence and make good the loss of the 
dying bees by the young bees raised. 

If, instead of trying to increase, the 
effort be to get nil the honey possible. 

pposing neither colony offers to 
swarm, the difference is fully as notice- 
able, if not more so. The united colony 
will have more bees than there are in 
both the others. It is easy to see that 
it will store more surplus. But if you've 
had no experience in the matter it may 
l>e hard for you to believe how much 
more— Farmers' Union.

The dairymen of the United States 
depend chiefly on the enormosia home 
market, and they have rivals in the ex- 
port of American eggs in the Canadians, 
Canada ranking next to France and 
Italy and ahead of Denmark and Hol- 
land n« an egg-exporting country. 
Canada exports to other countries 300,- 
000,000 eggs in a yeur. For the fiscal 
year of 1805 the treasury figures give 
the total exports of American eggs to 
foreign countries 151,000 dozen, which 
ia equivalent to 1,812,000 egg's. In the 
fiscal year 1899, however, the total ex- 
portation of American cggn increased to 
328,000 dozen, or 3,930,000 eggs, a little 
more, than twice as much. The export 
figures for this year indicate a still fur- 
ther Increase, and a market for Amer- 
ican eggs is likely, therefore, to be se- 
cured in what the political campaign 
orators are accustomed to call, some- 
what vaguely, the near future.

BEES BY EXPRESS. 

some Valuable Hints R*ear*lna( 

Paelclaat ill shipping. 

An exchange gives the following di- 
rections for packing and shipping bees: 
The manner of packing depends some- 
what upon the kind of hive, and to some 
extent on the season of the year. They 
can be shipped any time of the year 
a hen bees are Hying. If the weather is 
comparatively cool, as iu the spring and 
fall, they do not need so much ventila- 
tion as through the warm months. 
There is little danger, however, of giv- 
ing too much ventilation at any time. 
Just how the ventilation can l«~st be 
given depend* upon the hive, but with 
almost any hive, you can have the en- 
tire top covered with wire cloth, anil 
that makes the colony safe against 
smothering, If the weather i.s .hot the 
bees need a supply of water on their 
journey, which may be given by mea.ns 
of a sponge or a roll of rags Saturated 
w ith water and placed on the top of the 
frames. If the hive contains loose- 
hanging frames, these nvust in some 
way be made fast. This may be done 
by driving nails through the ends of 
the top bars down into the ends of the 
hive, but the nails should not be 
driven in their entire depth, leaving 
their ends projecting so they can be 
drawn with a claw hammer. When 
placed on the cars, let the frames run 
parallel with the track; on a wagon 
they sliould run crosswise.

A WORD ABOUT ROOSTS. 

Some Think They .Should He Kouml, OtfeSM 
Favor the Half-Round. 

Roosts la shape should be round or 
half round. It la a question which of 
tln.se two forms la best. We have al- 
ways supposed that the all-round roost 
was the kind meant by nature, as the 
feet of all roosting birds are so con- 
structed that they naturally grasp a 
round object. An Australian poultry 
keeper, however, believes that- a roost 
flattened on the under side is preferred 
by the birds. lie put both kinds in 
his ben house and the fowls left, the 
round ones for the ones that had been 

partly flattened. lie believe* that the 

toes of tlie birds can grasp ilie latter 
kind of roost much better than the all- 
round ones. 

As to the si/.e of roosts, that must de- 
pend somewhat on the age and ilia ol 
the bird. Most of our poultry houses 
have rooatf of one .size, and the tow l> n ■ 
expected to like them, whether they 
fit or not. A chick that, weighs one 
pound must certainly find some discom- 
fort In clinging to a roost made for a 
rooster weighing eight pounds, The 
roosts of our poultry deeJera vary In di- 
ameter all the Way from one to three 
inches.

harbor in the crevices of the rough sid- 
ings, and on the under side of the 
perches. 

Let the fowls have a dust box, for 
whitewash and the dust box are the 
surest preventives of lice. Hot ashea 
should be mixed with the dust occa- 
sionally to dry it. If this has been done 
before spring laving and sitting begins 
you will have no trouble with lice. So 
many farmers neglect their poultry 
house in the spring, and ling before 
they have thought of lice the ptsts are 
Irisv on their chicks supping their 
young lives away. Kerosene and hud 
when applied is very effective, but they 
are very dangerous iu their effects. A 
little castor oil on I he head and uuder 
the wings of sitting hens is also very 
effective. When the chicks are removed 
from the nest, each one should be 
greased ou the head and under its wings, 
even if you do not think it 1ms lice. 
If possible, have some dust in the coop 
with the brood hen. If you want your 
fowls to be free from Ilea you must keep 
tludr habitation clean, and the best way 
to <lo this is by changing the contents 
of the nestand u hitcw ashing the apart- 
ts. One-half day spent iu clean- 
ing the chicken house will do wonders 
for tlie chickens. 1 uin speaking of the 
age I .inner'- |a>ultry house, as it is 
me neglected, lieniove the perches 
and give the walls u thorough whlte- 
hlng. Plaoa clean gravel or dry 
h on the lloor and replace tlie old 
parches with new ones u d your fowls 
will notseek some tree or lence for their 
summer perch, for they will not be 
troubled with lice iu their house.— Ohio
